BURLINGTON, Ia. May 8— 
President Trumar charged today 
that Soviet Communism is “trying 
to wipe out Democratic countries 
ev*rywheve.” 

Just before he crossed the Mis- 


sissippi river on his “non-politi- | 


cal” trip out through the Midwest 
and Northwest, the President de- 
livered this charge against Mos- 
cow in a rear platform “whistle 


stop” speech at Galesburg, IIl., | 


and he added solemnly that 
whether there is to be a third 
world war will be determined by 
cecisions made in the next few 
months and years. 

Notes V-E Day Anniversary. 

President Truman noted that 
today is the fifth anniversary of 
V-E day and he said “instead 
of having the kind of world we 
hoped we would get after the war, 
we find that the kind of freedom 
and democracy we enjoy here in 
the United States is being threat- 
ened all over the world. 

“It is being threatened by 
Soviet Communism, which is try- 
ing to wipe out democratic coun- 
tries everywhere. 

“The kind of decisions 
I make in the next few months 
and years will determine what 
kind of a world we are going to 
live in, and whether or not there 
will be a third world war. 

“We face a clear-cut choice be- 
tween two courses of action. We 
can either isolate ourselves from 
the rest of the world, or we can 
take constructive steps to build 
lasting world peace. And that is 
just exactly what I am trying to 
do.” 

“Isolationism,” Truman | con- 
tinued, would be “a cheap policy | 
to follow. It would be easy and | 
cheap to stop spending money on. 
our Army and Navy and Air 
Foree, and to stop sending sup- 
plies to other countries who sur- 
vived the great war. We can stop 
these things today. 

Recalls the 1920s. 

“Isolationism would be mighty 
cheap for today and tomorrow, 
and maybe next week. You re- 
member how cheap isolationism 
was in the 1920s. Taxes were 
cut, at least for the big fellows, 
but look at the terrible price we 
have paid for isolationism in the 
Second World War. 

“Today, exactly the same issue 
faces us. There are still some 
men who keep telling you that 
we can economize by following an 
isolationist policy. These men 
can't see beyond the end of their 
noses. They don’t see that isola- 
tionism would'let the rest of the 
world be swallowed up by Com- 
munism. 

“That would certainly bring on 
a new world war, just as it did 
in 1939. We reneged in 1921, just 
as Russia today is doing it with 
the help of our own isolationists. 

“I don’t think I need tell you 
that another world war would not 
be fought and carried on on for- 
eign soil, as the last two have 
been. The terrible weapons now 
available could be used to tear 
up our cities by the roots.

WASHINGTON, May 8 ‘(AP)— 
In two 8-to-0 opinions today the 
Supreme Court declared that 
states may bar picketing aimed 
at compelling: 

1. Stores to hire Negro cierks 
in the some proportion as the 
stores’ white and Negro cus- 
tomers, and 

2. Emplovers to force work- 
ers into union membership 
when the workers do not want 
to JOIN. 

The cases came from California 
and Washington state. 

Justice Frankfurter delivered 
the decision in the employment of 
the clerks case. It resulted from 
an order issued by a county court 
against picketing of Lucky's Canal 
Street Store in Richmond, Calif. 
The pickets said about 50 per cent 
of the store’s customers were Ne- 
groes. The State Supreme Court 
upheld the court order with a 
ruling that such picketing vio- 
lates California's public policy 
against racial discrimination. 

An appeal to the highest tri- 
bunal was filed by John Hughes 
and Louis Richardson after they 
were convicted of contempt for 
violating the injunction. Each 
Was given two days in jail and 
fined $20. 

Hughes and Richardson said the 
injunction violated the Federal 
Constitution's guarantees of free 
speech and assembly. 

Justice Minton delivered the 
ruling in the Washington case 
which grew out of a state court's 
order that the Building Service 
International Union, 
Local 262, halt picketing the 
Enetai Inn in Bremerton.

“The war and its aftermath 
only accentuated a condition long 
in the making. For a number of 
years before World War II, con- 
struction had been lagging be- 
hind demand and potential de- 
mand. With the coming of war, 
all available urfits were quickly 
absorbed and new construction 
virtually ceased. At the same 
time, many families were attrac- 
ted into the city by industry and 
‘manv new families were started. 

“The years 1941-49 saw per- 
mits issued for the construction 
of 8313 new dwelling units, while 
permits were issued for wrecking 
2532 units, making a net gain of 
only 5781 units. '\During this same | 
period, marriage licenses totaled 
141,812. We were thus providing 
only one new dwelling unit for 
every 25 families being started. 

“In January of this year, on 
petition of a group of property 
owners, the St. Louis Board of 
Aldermen entertained a _ resolu- 
tion calling for the termination of 
Federal rent control in our city, 
as provided for by the present 
Act. The property owners main- 
tained there were 3208 vacancies 
in the city. 

Public Hearing. 

“A public hearing was called 
and attracted an overflow crowd. 
Presentations were made both for 
and against the proposal. Follow- 
ing this, the Aldermen checked 
their own respective wards. Their 
findings showed that most of the 
‘alleged vacancies were either off 
'the rental market or were un- 
inhabitable. The few that were 
available were generally in the 
high rent brackets and most were 
barred to families with children. 

“As a result, the Aldermen 
came to the inescapable con- 
clusion that the time was not 
propitious for decontrol and 
voted unanimously against it. 

“In my opinion, the Aldermen 
acted wisely and I congratulated 
them on the position which they 
took. On April 18, when I deliv- 
ered my annual message to the 
Board of Aldermen, I had this to 
say about rent coutrol after out- 
lining the city’s housing program: 

‘““None of us likes any more gov- 
ernment intervention than is nec- 
essary, but until the vast public 
and private housing programs 
which I have outlined begin to 
catch up with the heavy demands 
of our expanding population, I | 
feel that the continuation of rent 
control is mandatory. I recently 
commended you for rejecting pro- 
posals for local de-control and 
sincerely hope you will support 
'my efforts on behalf of federal 
‘controls beyond the present ex- 
} piration date of June 30.’

The two, Miss Helen R. 
‘and Mrs. Ernestina G. Fleisch- 
man, were charged with failure to 
produce records demanded by the 
‘House Un-American § Activities 
Committee in 1946. Each was sen- 
tenced in United States District 
Court here to three months’ im- 
prisonment and fined $500. 

Chief Justice Vinson delivered 
tko opinions in both cases, with 
Justice Frankfurter agreeing.

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Back to Waterfront Chaos? 


Before the opening of the hiring halls, the 
waterfront was about the toughest spot on the 
American labor scene. Goon squads roved the 
piers, clubbing seamen and not hesitating at an 
occasional murder. The shake-down and the kick- 
back were almost universal. Conditions were 
worst along New York's North River, but they 
were by no means good along San Francisco's 
Embarcadero or along the Great Lakes. 

The union hiring hall worked a great change 
for the better. Seamen seeking berths aboard 
ship reported to the halls and were assigned to 
jobs according to seniority and fitness. Order 
replaced chaos; and not only ashore for, as the 
New York Times points out, “unreasonable ac- 
tion by ship crews brought swift and effective 
measures from union headquarters in the inter- 
est of contractual compliance.” 

Unfortunately, these gains are being wiped out 
under the Taft-Hartley Act. The successful op- 
eration of the hiring halls does require a form 
of the closed shop. But it has always seemed 
to us that the halls represented a vefy special 
case, and that the language of the law was made 
too sweeping. Surely, the gains made through 
the halls are too important to be sacrificed. 

There is no doubt about the gains so far as 
‘the seamen are concerned. They not only es- 
caped from terrorism, but also won improvements 
to pay and working conditions. There were real 
gains for the shipowners, too. The hiring halls 
afforded them a decent and honorable way of en- 
tering a labor contract. And they maintained 
a dependable reservoir of manpower, instead of 
making vessels dependent on waterside strays. 

All this was brought out at the recent hear. 
ings of a Senate Labor subcommittee. Repre- 
sentatives of the maritime industry in Washing- 
ton opposed legalizing the halls once more but, 
as the Times says, “top executives of major ship- 
ping lines, particularly those operating su bstan- 
tial passenger ‘services, have admitted that they 
would be at a loss to man their vessels adequate- 
ly were it not for the hiring halls.” The subcom- 
mittee itself came to the conclusion that “hiring 
halls have been preponderantly beneficial.” 

That Congress will act on this recommenda- 
tion before adjourning for the campaign is doubt- 
ful. Probably there are not enough votes in- 
volved. But it will be-tragic if there is a full 
return to the old violence, corruption and in- 
efficiency. A good big dose of them, however, 
might be the best of all arguments for again 
legalizing the hiring halls.

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St. Louis Gets the Yo-Yo Treatment 


One of the weaker features of Missouri’s 1945 
constitution is the extent to which it leaves St. 
Louis dependent on the Legislature in matters 
of municipal housekeeping. The current earn- 
ings tax crisis is a case in point. The legisla- 
tive sanction for this levy expires on July 17, 
and if it is not extended, it will leave the city’s 
revenues at least $7,000,000 short of estimated 
requirements. 

That is why Mayor Darst has formally called 
on Gov. Smith to convene a special session. The 
Governor and the legislators have toyed with 
this issue as though it were a political yo-yo. 
Granted that, in its present ungraduated form, 
the tax is far from ideal. Still, the failure to 
perfect the tax has never been the motive for 
failing to extend it, and it should not now be 
used aS an excuse. 

A special session is imperative. And the earn- 
ings tax is by no means the only matter that 
ought to°be on the call. The opening of the 
University of Missouri to Negroes should be re- 
considered. And, getting back to local issues, 
the Legislature should enable the St. Louis 
Board of Education to set up the unit control 
system. Abolition of the present divided con- 
trol over school affairs ought to be a prelim- 
inary to granting the system the extra funds it 
needs. Provision also should be made for rent 
control extension. 2 

So there is plenty of work for a special ses- 
sion, and the sooner the Governor gets the legis- 


lators onto the job, the better.

Warm, With Occasional Blusters 

The weathermen have stared meditatively into 
their crystal ball and announced that May would 
be cool and wet in most of the country. With 
seemly trepidation, we venture to differ. There 
may be some people ‘vho will be all wet, but 
the atmosphere definitely will be very warm, 
especially for May. 

The trouble with the weathermen’s ‘prediction 
is that it was based on isobars and isotherms 
and various stratospheric matters. Unlike Gov. 
Thomas E. Dewey, the weathermen failed to con- 
sult the headlines. 

Not that headline-consultation turned out to 
have spared the Governor the intoxication of a 
flight into the heady upper atmosphere. He 
noted that the coffers of the G.O.P. are sadly 
depleted, and concluded that the Democrats have 
become the party of big business. 

Forgetting about such pillars of society in his 
own state as Frank Costello and Frank Erickson, 
he shook his head sadly at Kansas City, and con- 
cluded by implication that the Democrats think 
elections should be decided by the “pistols of 
gunmen.” 

Ignoring the Taft-Hartley Act's prohibition 
against labor union political campaign contribu- 
tions, he said the Democrats tax union treas- 
uries without the consent of the members. As- 
suming that Senator McCarthy had proved some- 
thing, he implied that Democrats like to keep 
spies and traitors out of jail. 

He saved the best for the last. Apparently in 
a conscious effort to capitalize on public Indigna- 
tion against molesters of children, he confused 
sex offenders and homosexuals and accused the 
Democrats of harboring “sex offenders” in the 
State Department. 

Very hot stuff. for so young a political cam- 
paign, in an off-year at that. But Harold Stassen 
beat Gov. Dewey to the gun by two days with 
his description of President Truman as the “worst 
President ever to occupy the White House.” And 
the old campaigner, Harry Truman, is now on 
his trusty observation platform to relieve him- 
self of a few hundred thousand well-chosen 
words at Whistle Stop and Rolling Prairie. 

If May can produce this, what of June and

July? And come next November, by which time 
Harold Ickes and Clare Booth Luce no doubt 
will have been dusted off and trotted out for 
action, even the campaigners of Andrew Jack- 
son’s day may look like the rankest amateurs. 
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Food, Work, Hope 
The Senate jeined the House in trimming next 
year’s foreign aid authorization by about 7 per 
cent, but on the final roll call it passed the bill 
by 60 voices to 8. That overwhelming endorse- 
ment is an expression of the widely held con- 
viction that the best weapon against Commu- 
nigm overseas is economic welfare. 
Barry Bingham, head of the ECA mission in 
Paris, put it this-way, in a recent speech: 

As everybody knows, a country where peo- 
ple have food and work and hope for the 
future is a country where Communism loses 
its power. 

This is such a sound idea that it ought to be 


applied not only to “urope and Asia but also 
to the United States. 

In their hearts most Americans know, of 
course, that our shield against Communism does 
consist of our unexampled prosperity and op- 
portunity under freedom. That is why the Com- 
munists, always a trivial minority, have never 
held any significant political power in this 
country. 

Yet under the stress of hysteria and the rant- 
ing of the hysteria-mongers too many of us tend 
to forget this basic truth about ourselves. It is 
assumed that the primary safeguards agaiist 
Communism are witch hunts, loyalty tests, de- 
mands for political conformity, and the curtail- 
ment of civil liberties. Fear of Communism is 
translated into fear of ideas. Hostility to the 
monolithic ideology of Communism encourages 
a drift toward a monolithic ideology of our own. 

As we spend billions to help other peoples de- 
fend their freedom with “food and work and 
hope,” it is well to remember that in this coun- 
try, too, these are the true defenses. Without 
economic well-being, no purely ideological weap- 
ons against Communism can prevail. 
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Roy Hadley Tried After 20 Years 


Was it worthwhile, someone asks, to hold a 
trial after Roy Hadley had been in the peniten- 
tiary for 20 years? After all, he was found guil- 
ty all over again of having killed his wife just 
as when he pleaded guilty in 1930. The jury 
this time decided it was first-degree murder, the 
crime for which he was originally ,sentenced. 
And the penalty assessed was the same, impris- 
onment for life. After this effort, Roy Hadley 
goes right back to the penitentiary. 

Still—and this is the answer to the question 
—it was worthwhile. It was not wasted effort. 
Roy Hadley was able to show the Missouri Su- 
preme Court that he didnot have the assistance 
of a lawyer when he pleaded guilty in 1930. The 
State Supreme Justices did right in granting him 
a trial. This trial gave Hadley a chance to 
show whether the protection of his rights by 
a lawyer would make any difference. 

So although the results are the same, they 
were reached under totally different circum- 
stances. The first time Roy Hadley’s trial rights 
were ignored. The second time they were care- 
fully observed. In a constitutional democracy, 
which enjoys a Bill of Rights, that difference is 
a very great one.

Lies, Distortions and Otherwise 

Washington State’s Canwell committee should 
be remembered for one thing: Its misconduct. 
The legislative committee was a special example 
of investigation that treats a man as guilty 
until proved innocent. For the Canwell com- 
mittee never proved that Prof. Melvin Rader 
was guilty of “Communism,” but left him to 
clear himself and made it difficult for him to 
do so by withholding evidence. 

In 1948, the committee’s. eager investigators 
heard a former Communist claim that he and 
Prof. Rader had attended a New York Com- 
munist school in 1938. Actually, at that time, the 
University of Washington professor and his wife 
were at a vacation lodge 3000 miles from New 
York. The lodge records proved it, but the 
committee kept the records. 

Recently Canwell released these _ records, 
which was somewhat belated, because Canwell 
is out of the Legislature and Rader has already 
saved his job and reputation, with the help of 
Pulitzer prize-winning reporting by Edwin 
Guthman of the Seattle Times. But State Attor- 
ney General Smith Troy has inspected Canwell’s 
documents and delivered an official cpinion. 

The committee informer lied, Troy says, and 
the committee itself was guilty of “obvious dis- 
tortion, whether by mistake, inadvertence or 
otherwise.” Could it be otherwise?

This whole situation is remarkable—the way 
Guill won, the way he describes himself, and es- 
pecially the fact that Guill is the first Republi- 
can to enter Congress from the Lone Star State 
in 20 years. 

Texans generally believe that any Texan should 
be able, single-handed, to take on overwhelming 
odds. Guill did that, in a way. At least he took 
on 10 Democrats in a sudden<eath election, a 
peculiar Texas arrangement which split the Dem- 
ocratic vote 10 ways-to-Sunday and let Guill in. 

Texans also believe in Texans, and for a Texan 
Guill shows startling modesty. He is “no in- 
tellectual giant,” he says, and has no ideas about 
changing the Government, but he stands four- 
square for more economy, less taxes and a firm 
foreign policy. “If I go up there as one small 
protest,” Guill adds, “maybe the powers that be 
won't think they have the country in the bag.” 

Such a campaign pledge leaves some uncer- 
tainty as to which particular powers have the 
country in what kind of bag, but anybody should 
be against that sort of thing, and certainly Pan- 
handle Texas will not take it lying down. Hence 
a small protest is in order.

A significant aspect of the Soviet plans 
for the drive on South and Southeast Asia 
is the determination of the common de- 
nominator for the movement. 

Soviet pressure is to concentrate on the 
trades unions, particularly in the water- 
front and transportation fields. 

In this way the Point Four program can 
be sabotaged, it is felt, and reliable units 
of para-military forces created. Orders can 
be given for the entire area and a uni- 
fied offensive can be carried out. 

This is one fashion in which a very 
large and complex part of the world’s area 
and population can be treated as a single 
entity. 

In contrast to that, we are at the dis- 
advantage of dealing with diverse ele- 
ments in a variety of ways with no uni- 
form pattern of action and no unifying 
concepts. 

It has been suggested, repeatedly, that 
our policy could be held together by our 
idealistic commitment to the cause of “in- 
digenous nationalism” as opposed to an 
outworn colonialism. This, presumably, is 
the cement that would build half a dozen 
policies or courses of action into one. 

The theory is good, but it falls dow: 
the moment it is applied. 


No Nationalism There 


We already support “indigenous nation- 
alism” in India, Pakistan, Burma, Thailand, 
the Philippines and Indonesia. No problem 
of “colonialism” is involved in that sup- 
port. We can’t support “indigenous na- 
tionalism” in Malaya, because there isn’t 
any. The Malays are terrified of the “‘na- 
tionalist” idea at the moment and the ‘‘na- 
tionalist” bandits are not indigenous; they 
are largely Chinese Communists. 

That leaves only Indochina, and we 
have the problem of whether the French- 
sponsored quasi-nationalism of Bao Dai is 
better than the Communist-oriented quasi- 
nationalism of Ho Chi Minh. We appear 
to be choosing the former. 

Bao Dai is not regarded as an inspiring 
leader, and he is often accused of being 
an out-and-out puppet. But his allegi-

If we are to find machinery for treat- 
ing the area as a whole, as the Soviet 
Union has apparently found machinery, 
we must look beyond the promise of ‘“na- 
tionalism,” as such. 

It has been suggested that some degree 
of unity might be found in anti-Commu- 
nism. It is plain, however, that this will 
not serve the purpose. 

Both India and Indonesia have reacted 
strongly against the idea of being aligned 
in any ideological front, for or against a 
given mode of thought. They insist upon 
complete independence and neutrality in 
what they regard as a struggle between 
East and West on the other side of the 
world. 

What has to be found, therefore, are the 
grounds upon which the various countries 
of the area could reasonably unite.

Field for Exploration 


A military or defense federation seems 
to be out of the question at this time. It 
is possible, nevertheless, that a large group 
of common interests other than military 
or nationalistic can be found. 

The need for the development of com- 
plementary rather than competitive econ- 
omies, for example, is urgent. That field 
should be explored. 

The chance of closer ties in communica- 
tion and the interchange of information is 
large. Cultural interplay at present is 
negligible, but it could be vital to the 
whole area. 

We are dealing with a vast and het 
erogeneous part of the world. There is 
no one touchstone to policy, no panacea, 
no oversimplified mode of approach. 

We must meet situations as they arise, 
of course. And they will arise in a varie- 
ty of conditions. 

Meanwhile we should diligently explore 
all the things that can bring these coun- 
tries closer together and make it easier 
for us to adopt courses of action that will 
be reflected in the good of all. 


History Repeats and It Doesn't

This, as everybody knows, is no private 
quarrel. It has beén going on for ages, 
this dispute among the numerous coiners 
of our proverbs. 

At least one of the brethren, we find 
upon thumbing through our book of quo- 
tations, has been working both sides of the 
street for nearly 2000 years. Says wise 
old Marcus Aurelius: “All things change.” 
Says this same wise Roman in another 
place: “All things now are as they were in 
the day of those we have buried.” 

At risk of being thrown into a class with 
fence straddling politicians, we've come to 
the conclusion there's something to be 
said for both views. Things change and 
they don't. History repeats and it doesn’t. 
What brings us to this indecisive decision 
is our own frequent excursion into the 
past via old newspaper files. 

For instance. rummaging through the 
microfilmed editions of July of ‘98 the 
other day we were impressed with the 
familiar ring of sundry items of news. 
Police were cracking down on lottery oper- 
ators. Somebody shot somebody else in 
a rooming house. A train jumped the 
track somewhere. The war with Spain, of 
course, was crowding the front page, but 
elsewhere in the paper was an abundance 
of news as usual with a timeless flavor. 
The weather was the ‘hottest anybody 
could remember. ’ 

Other items, however, only served to 
emphasize how greatly some things have 
changed these last 52 years. For example. 
the cheerful headline “Thanks to Russia” 
over a brief item announcing that coun-

try’s willingness for the United States “to 
acguire and hold the Philippine islands.” 

And the campaign for a shorter work 
day that was launched by a national re- 
tail clerks’ union, meeting in Louisville. 
“The clerks,” it was explained, “hope to 
prevati upon merchants ... to establish 
working hours from 7 o'clock in the morn- 
ing to 6 p.m.” ‘The radicals!) 

Another sign of restiveness on the labor 
front was the Case of the Impatient House- 
maid. A determined damsel had grown 
tired of working without monetary reward 
and was suing for seven years’ back pay— 
$1143. Yes, right here in Louisville. 

But what really convinced us that Cer- 
vantes did indeed have a point when he 
said all times are not alike was this head- 
line o’er a brief dispatch from the fation’s 
capital: “No News at Washington.” This 
one leaves us speechiess, so we'll have to 
let Vergil say it for us: “Such vast change 
can length of time effect!”

“Homeward borne,” 
then, is not, as one

social pressure. It shows, too, the degra- 
dation of a man, first a college football 
hero, then a World War II hero, and the 
plight of a Jewish scholar and thinker 
whose friends are mostly Gentiles, but 
who feels he can not marry the Gentile 
girl he loves. More important, it snows 
us the development in the United States 
of a refugee child, who has been condi- 
tioned by his early years in- a concentfa- 
tion camp to expect nothing but cruelty

Aw: recently brought him to St. Louis. The name rings a bell. 
In 1905, Mr. Hyde was a key figure in a cause celebre that rocked 
the nation—the disclosure of mass | 
corruption in some of the coun- 
try’s largest insurance companies. 
This brought about the famous 
Armstrong investigation, which 
showed how insurance company 
insiders were playing fast and 
loose with policyholders’ money. 
The scandal broke as an out- 
growth of a quarrel « betWeen 
dames Hazen Hyde and James 
William Alexander over control 
of the powerful Equitable * Life 
Assurance Society, which Hyde's 
father had founded. Alexander 
was the president and Hyde a 
young ‘playboy vice president, 
both at salaries of $100,000 a 
year. To break Hyde's financial 
control of the society, which he had inherited from his father, Alex- 
ander proposed to extend the right to vote to all policyholders. Then 
all hell broke loose.

ALEXANDER’S CHARGES against Hyde were countered by 
Hyde's charges against Alexander It appeared that the vast sums | 
of policyholders’ money in Equitable and other insurance compa- 
nies were being used by a tight ring of insiders to enrich them- | 
selves. Some of the biggest names in America were involved like 
E. H. Harriman and Thomas Fortune Ryan. It appeared also that. 
insurance company funds were being used to bribe legislative bodies | 
and to contribute tu political campaign funds to guard against re- 
strictive legislation. 

James Hazen Hyde himself had little ) 
byt he did permit others to profit by the use of Equitable money. 
Notable among these beneficiaries, according to Don Seitz in his 
life of Joseph Pulitzer, was E. H. Harriman, ‘“‘who through access to 
its funds was able to acqtiire control of the Southern Pacific Rail- 
way system and build for himself a fortune in securities of $75,- 
000,000." But that was only one of many incidents of its kind, as 
the Armstrong investigators showea.

IT MAY BE that young James Hazen Hyde did not even know 
what was going on. According to Alpheus Thomas Mason, author 
of “The Brandeis Way,” money to Hyde ‘was only a means of ‘ac- 
quiring and enjoying luxuries” Mr. Mason continues: 

He preferred Paris to New York; his beard recalled 
that of Louis Napoleon and his hair was cut in French style. 

His ‘wearing apparel concerned him more than a railroad 

syndicate; a bunch of violets interested him more than a 

freshly printed stock book. 


While Harriman and others were busy manipulating the Equi- 
table treasury, Jgmes Hazen Hyde 

had no desire for such accumulations as would make him a 

priest of high finance,“but he did wish to be a patron of 

the arts, preferred the society of French nobility, wanted a 

special car, flowers out of season, a French chateau. 

His colleagues had taken millions for what they wanted, 
why shouldn’t he take a few thousand to gratify what to 
him was a higher taste? So he put an expensive gardener 
on the Equitable payroll, honored the French ambassador 
with an elaborate dinner, gave a masque ball and a French 
play—all at the Equitable’s expense.

THIS FRIPPERY enraged the tough old financial men of the 
day who, though they them8elves made improper use of insurance 
funds, regarded young Hyde as scandalously epicene. Shortly after 
the storm broke, Hyde's controlling interest (502 shares of Equitable 
with a par value of $50,200) was sold to Thomas Fortune Ryan for 
$2,500,000, and the young man was free to engage to the full in 
his Francophilia. Meantime, the New York World, then at the ze- 
nith of its power. trained all its heavy artillery upon the insurance 
company scandals in one of the most notable journalistic campaigns 
of all time.

THEN, AS NOW, insurance companies were sacred cows in 
American life. ‘“‘The insurance companies,” says Mr. Seitz, “had 
always been regarded as sacrosanct and continued to be for some 
time after the World began its revelations. They were large adver- 
’ tisers and above suspicion, thanks to skillful management and well- 
made masks. It did not seem possible that gentlemen of such 
austerity as their heads could be other than models of moral per- 
fection.” 

When it came time to appoint a counsel to conduct the insur- 
ance investigation, the New York World, at Mr. Seitz’s suggestion, 
nominated a young lawyer named Charles Evans Hughes. This 
was Hughes's introduction to national fame. In his book “Prophets, 
True and False,” Oswald Garrison Villard wrote: 


It is easy to recall the thrill that came to New York 
when Mr. Hughes was chosen to conduct the insurance in- 
vestigation and speedily made it clear that he cared not 
at all where the chips might fly. He displayed at once 
courage, resourcefulness, mental quickness, the ability to 
meet any situation as it arose, and a genuine sense of dra- 
matic values.

BUT THE BIG BUSINESS world was speechless with indigna- 
tion as Hughes began to lay “ruthless hands upon an old-established 
private business, interfering with customs of long standing, with 
the rights of heads of insurance companies to line their pockets and 
to provide sinecures for all their relatives at the expense of the 
policyholders.” Mr. Villard continued: 

When he attacked men like the McCalls and the Mc- 

Curdys, pillars of the business world and of the Chamber 

of Commerce, he was striking at the very foundations of 

society. More than that, he stood early for greater inter- 

ference of the State with private business—one of the dead- 
liest sins. If the term Bolshevik had been invented then, 
the business community would have applied it to Charles

Net profits of the 13,436 FDIC- | 
insured banks amounted to $831,- 
000,000 after deduction of $325,-

than in either 1947 or 1948, and [ 
only 8 per cent below the record 
1945 level.” 

More than two fifths of these 
profits were paid out in dividends 
and interest, with stockholders 
getting $354,000,000—a return of

H] west goes om Zlorification of the outlaws of the old 
West goes on unabated in “The KID FROM TEXAS,” 
at the FOX THEATER. There have been at least a dozen 
previous films on the career of William Bonney, “Billy the 
Kid,” who was finally shot to death by a 
sheriff in 1881 at the age of 21 after having 
killed 31 men—21, count ’em, the film an- 
nounces proudly. 
But, we are assured bv a documentary, 
off-screen voice, this is the first time the 
“true facts” have been given. These “true 
facts’ make an unvarnished hero of the 
young gunman. Seems that whenever he killed a man. he 
had a good reason, all the way from the time he murdered a 
man at the age of 12 because the fellow “bad-named” his 
mother. 

This little saga starts with Billv at 17 swearing vengeance 
because some drunken gunmen shot his employer, a ranch 
owner, who had been kind to him, in the Lincoin county 
(N.M.) range war. From then on Billy, we are told. killed 
onlv because he was a legal deputy; because he was used as 
a dupe by an unscrupulous lawyer: in self-defense: because 
he was taunted by a deputy sheriff, because he had to break 
out of jail and the turnkey was unreasonable about it (anyway, 
the turnkey cheated at cards); and because sheriff's posses were 
always making life unpleasant for him. We are given to 
understand that Billy acted nobly throughout; even foreswore 
revenge against the sanctimonious lawyer ‘Albert. Dekker) 
who did him wrong, letting a confederate kill the lawyer 
because the dirty dog was about to shoot Billy in the back. 

Sheriffs designated by the opposing factions are shown 
as nothing as tools of the combatants, and we have a pretty 
poor idea of the law until the end, when the sheriff who gets 
Billy is represented as the rangy, steely eyed honest type. 
Admiration for the outlaw is heightened by having him played 
by Audie Murphy, most famous of the heroes of the past war, 
who is now a movie star, and who possesses the face of a 
choir-boyv. There is no Jane Russell in this version, but there 
is still romance in Billy's soul, and he is finally caught with 
his guns down and killed only because he gazes from afar, 
with chivalrous rapture, through a window at the young widow 
of a dead enemy. 

No wonder small boys, seeing all this, are confused about 
who and what represents right. Sometimes, in leaning over 
backward up sympathy for the Kid, the movie is 
unconsciously funny. At a time when Billy has already about 
nine notches on his guns. Gov. Lew Wallace is-against a man- 
hunt for the gunman. “After all, we don't want to make a 
desperado out of the boy.” says Gov, Lew 

In defending the ethics of this presentation, Producer 
Pau! Short for Universal-International is quoted as remarking 
about Billy's victims: “But they're all heels, and you know 
there's a reason for the killing. Besides that, Billy gets killed 
himself, like Gable did in ‘The Last Mile,’ so what more do 
audiences want?” Nothing, Mr. Short, absolutely nothing 
Your deep moral philosophy leaves us speechiess.

Bouillon 1s a 
French word designating a clear 
soup. It is from the verb bouillir, 
“to boil.” The French nasalize 
the second svilable, thus  boo- 
YAWIN).

pronunciation the ‘“‘n” is 
pronounced, as: boo-YAWN. Bul- 
lion is pronounced BULL*yun. 
The word means gold and silver 
considered as metals, usually in 
bars or ingots. 

Overheard on a radio _ inter- 
view, a Filipino official speaking: 
“And I shall take home some 
linger-ree for my. wife.” 

The word lit.gerie, usually pro- 
nounced “LAWN-juh-ray” in bar- 
gain-basement French is, in the 
United States, as un-French a 
word as one could dream up in a 
month of Sundays. The French 
pronunciation, for example, 1s 
la(n)zh-REE, with the “a” flat as 
in “lad” and followed by the nasal 
sound. This ‘pronunciation ap- 
pears in all American diction- 
aries, but it has made little 
progress in this country, chiefly 
because of the American inability 
or unwillingness to voice the 
French nasal soynd. 

Oceasionally one hears’ the 
word as “LAN-juh-ree” or “LAN- 
zhuh-ree.”’ either of which is much 
closer to the mark than “LAWN- 
juh-ray.” Of the three, I should 
choose LAN-zhuh-ree as a good 
compromise. 

However, if lingerie were given 
the correct French pronunciation, 
the word would still be un-French 
in America, for here it is used as 
a euphemism for “women's silk 
underclothes and nightgowns.,” 
whereas, the literal meaning is 
“a linen closet: linen clothes col- 
lectively.” It is from linge, the 
French word for “linen.”

in the Swim

F you have any doubts as to 
| now your figure is going to 

stack up this summer against 
fashion's forecast of briefer-than- 
ever swim suits with minuscule 
trunks and strapless tops, it’s ex- 
actly the right moment to start 
making over your figure to order! 

I've got the blueprint all ready. 

The place to start is with your 
bustline, since exercises for in- 
creasing measurements require 
time to take effect. Actually it 
can be done only by building up 
the supporting muscles in the 
chest with slow and regular exer- 
cise. The one that follows is un- 
beatable: 

Sit with arms raised straight 
overhead. Curl your fingers’ under 
as if you were grasping an imagin- 
ary rod. Then, very slowly bend 
your elbows and pull your arms 
down until your elbows almost 
touch each other at chest level. 
Relax and repeat. Fifteen times a 
day is enough at the beginning. 
Increase to fifty times as soon as 
that amount does not fatigue you. 

If an over-developed bust is 
vour problem, the chances are 
that excess weight is a factor. 
Then diet must be combined with 
exercise. Exercise alone will turn 
the trick only when weight is not 
excessive. The following exercises 
perform double duty by firming 
the chest muscles while decreas- 
ing the measurements: 

1. Stand with your feet astride: 
arms down at your sides, Swing 


both arms forward and upward to 
shoulder level. Then, swing your 
arms up over your head and back 
behind your shoulders as far as 
you can reach. Continue the back- 
ward swing until the arms are at 
your sides again. (It’s a good 
deal like a back-hand stroke in 
swimming and just as continuous.) 
Do it five times slowly and then 
five times rapidly. 

2. Still standing astride, extend 
your arms to their full length and 
then cross them at the wrists. 
Fling both -arms diagonally up 
and back so that they are back of 
your head at the end of the 
movement. Swing them down in 
front of you to the starting posi- 
tion. Repeat five times slowly 
and then five times rapidly. In- 
crease each day until you‘reach 
twenty-five times. 

Do not be discouraged if you 
do not see immediate results. 
Keep working and your efforts 
will be rewarded!

Eggs Yolks 


Are More 


Nutritious 
By Edith M. Barber”® 


éé ASN’T the egg white any 
H nourishment in it? If it 
has, why does the doctor 
have me give only egg yolks to my 
baby?” This question came re- 
cently from a young mother and 
what is the answer? The egg 
white does contain some nutri- 
ents, but in every respect the egg 
yolk outranks the white. 

When eggs are introduced into 
the baby’s diet, a very small 
amount is given at first and this 
food is given particularly for the 
sake of the minerals, of which 
iron is the most important, and 
for the sake of the vitamins. The 
baby is already getting as much 
protein as he needs from his 
milk, and once in a while, we 
find a child who may be allergic 
to the white although not to the 
yolk. For these reasons, the use 
of a whole egg in the diet is de- 
laved for some time. 


The writer asks for suggestions: 


for the use of egg whites. And at 
the same time, she would like 
some suggestions for using up 
egg yolks when she makes an 
occasional angel food. Most of us 
have no trouble using either as 
whites are needed for frosting, 
for meringues and for a double- 
boiler souffle.

Fold in sugar, then. chocolate. 
Pour in well-greased two-quart 
double boiler, cover, and cook 
over hot water three-fourths of 
an hour. Turn out on platter, and 
serve with whipped cream or 
fluffy sauce. Yield: 6 servings. 

Mayonnaise. 

One-half teaspoon dry mustard. 
One teaspoon salt. Dash of 
cayenne. One-half teaspoon su- 
gar. One egg yolk. Two table- 
spoons lemon juice or vinegar, 
One cup salad oil. ® 

Mix dry ingredients and add 
egg yolk. Mix well and stir in 
one-half teaspoon lemon juice or 
vinegar. Add oil gradually, drop 
by drop at first, then more quick- 
ly, beating vigorously with rotary 
beater. As mixture thickens, thin 
with remaining lemon juice or 
vinegar, and continue adding oil 
until dressing is very stiff. Store 
in covered jar in _ refrigerator. 
Yield: one and one-fourth cups, 
Note: For fruit salad, fold in one- 
fourth cup heavy sweet or sour 
cream, whipped, just before serv- 
ing.

Playing Canasta to Win

NE of our readers suffered 
(): catastrophe on this hand, 
which she held in a two-hand- 
ed game where the rule was that 
you need two canastas to go out. 


She got one of those temporarv 
aberrations that afflict all of us at 
times, and thought she was count- 
ing to seven when in fact she 
was only reaching six. She 
melded her joker and_é£@*five 
eights, a deuce and five sixes, 
and the other deuce and the pair 
of aces. She thought she had 
two canastas and a matched hand, 
discarded the jack, and declared 
herself out. 


You'll never make this error 
yourself if you remember that 
you cannot go out concealed in a 
two-hand game, needing two ca- 
nastas, if you meld more than 
two ranks. You have only 15 
cards in your hand and you need 
14 of them to make two canas- 
fas. You cannot have enough 
ecards for melding a third rank.

Anyway, our friend was in 
trouble, and she and her oppo- 
nent both wondered what the rule 
was. 

The official rules of the game 
were written with the four-hand, 
partnership type of play in mind. 
In partnership play, any card 
that you expose illegally gives 
your partner information about 
vour hand. and gives him an ad- 
vantage. It is proper that there 
should be a penalty when this 
happens, and the penalty is se- 
vere: All the cards illegally 
melded become penalty § cards, 
and unless they can be melded 
first they must be discarded be- 
fore you discard any card hidden 
in your hand. 

But in two-hand play there is 
no partner to inform and such 
errors can be treated more infor- 
mally. Most players would just 
laugh and tell the lady to pick 
up her illegal melds and go on 
playing. The more serious plavy- 
ers would enforce the penalty, 
and justly so, no doubt: in which 
case the offender would have to 
leave down all her melds that 
she could spare and still keep 
one card in her hand. She could 
pick up an eight, a six, or a wild 
card melded with the eights or 
sixes, stand by her discard of the 
jack, and hope eventually to get 
the pack.

When she married she owed a bill she hadn’t managed 
to pay, and she didn’t tell her husband about it. Her creditor 
came to the house and the mother-in-law broadcast the matter 
all over the place and made things very hard for her. My 
other sister paid the bill for her, to keep down trotble, but 
still they talk about it. My mother is worried sick over my 
gister’s unhappiness. We are a large family and devoted. We 
want to help her but don’t know what to do that would be best. 
What can you suggest? ARDENT READER. 


The thing to do that will be best is,for all of you to keep 
out of the matter. Your interference is likely to result only in 
more trouble for your sister and that you do not want. Her 
husband is the one to work these problems out for her. If he 
is old enough to marry then he is old enough to manage his 
own salary, see to it his wife is treated properly, that his child 
belongs to them and isn’t treated like community property, as 
it apparently is at present. He and your sister should sit down 
together, make out a budget of their expenses, then make it a 
point to live within it, their own money to be managed strictly 
by themselves. He should see to it that the baby is managed 
by her, or the result will be a bewildered, undisciplined and 
pretty impossible child in another few years. He should let 
his mother know that though he will always love and respect 
her, now that he is married his wife and child are his first 
consideration, and even though they happen to live in the 
same building that does not mean they want anybody manag- 
ing their affairs, which are strictly their own.

SPOKANE, Wash., May 8. 

N EVEN the brightest of 
() spring days, a vapory cloud 

hangs high over the lava 
chasm where the Columbia river 
surges through the arid upland 
desert of Washington state. 
cloud is man-made. It is the mist 
which rises from the greatest 
waterfall on the North American 
continent, a waterfall fashioned 
not from crag and precipice -but 
from steel and concrete. 

Over the lofty parapet of 
Grand Coulee Dam pours a green 
curtain of water. This curtain 
is more ‘veluminous than Niagara 
Falls. It also drops from twice 
the height of Niagara. It sounds 
across the sagebrush plateau like 
the lanyards of a thousand cannon 
being pulled at once. 

Since 1942 this stupendous dam 
— 4300 feet long and 550 feet 
in height—has been the biggest 
power plant in the world. Today, 
it is on the verge of becoming 
the focal point in the most ex- 
tensive irrigation project ever 
undertaken in this country. Yet 
it has operated all this time with- 
out formal commissioning. That 
detail will be officially attended 
to this week by the President of 
the United States. 

On Thursday Harry S. Truman 
will dedicate Grand Coulee Dam, 
premier sample of the vast public 
power program sponsored by the 
Democratic*party administrations 
of which he is the present symbol. 

Truman’s predecessor in office, 
Franklin D. Roosevelt, visited 
Grand Coulee many times when 
it was under construction. War, 
and later his death, kept him 
from seeing the huge dam in use 
as the key unit of a new in- 
dustrial empire producing alum- 
inum, chemicals, ships, planes 
and plutonium for the atomic 
bomb.

A fabu- 
lous: network of canals, laid out 
like the linoleum on the floor of 
some Paul Bunyan’s kitchen, will 
criss-cross the Inland Empire of 
Washington state. 

Because the Northwest has ex- 
perienced the nation’s largest pro- 
portionate population § increase 
since 1940, thousands of new- 
comers are waiting to settle on 
this acreage. 

Desolate now, mottled with 
sagebrush and tumbleweed, it will 
grow any crop from artichokes to 
alfalfa if supplied with abundant 
moisture. Already a small patch 
of the project has been developed 
on an experimental basis. 

On these first 5552 acres 55 
families have settled. In prac- 
tically every case, the husband 
and father is a young man who 
served in World War II. By law, 
veterans must receive preference 
when homesteads are staked out. 
Many of these settlers are mi- 
grants who have moved to the 
Columbia Basin from the Middle 
West or South. 
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ECAUSE of an anti-speculation 
Bex passed by Congress, the 
land must be sold at a price 
fixed by Government appraisers. 
This has held down the cost of 
settlement. The best soil sells for 
from $7.50 to $10 an acre. The low 
price stems from the fact that the 
appraisers value the land as it 
would be without irrigation. This 
prevents speculators from profit- 
ing by construction of a project 
built with public funds. 
Agricultural experts of the 
United States Bureau of Reclama- 
tion estimate it will take approx- 
imately $20,000 for a family to 
settle on the Coulee lands. This 
is how the investment is divided:

steaders of 1950 was to clear 
the land of sagebrush. Then 
the uneven contours had to be 
leveled.

Next year a unit of 87,000 
acres will come within the scope 
of canals. This will mean ap- 
proximately 1080 farms of 80 
acres each in size. The Coulee 
tract is being developed in units. 
As President Truman’s train 
crosses the Columbia river from 
the state of Oregon, he wiil see 
the first of the homesteads under 
éultivation.

Grand Coulee’s power produc- 
tion may alter completely the 
economy of the northwest. A 
realm of measureless land vistas, 
this region has been agrarian in 
nature. Its people have been de- 
pendent on agriculture, lumber- 
ing and fishing. Low-cost elec- 
tricity may change this. Although 
not an ounce of aluminum was 
manufactured west of the Missis- 
sippi before 1940, more than a Bo 
the national output now is pr 
duced on the banks of the Co- 
lumbia river. Power is the vital 
ingredient in the fabricating of 
this strategic light metal. 

The 230,000-volt transmission 
lines stretching through the soli- 
tudes from Grand Coulee Dam 
also were responsible for the lo- 
cating of the Hanford project in 
the state of Washington. This 
sprawling atomic energy works, 
now being expanded in size, has 
tripled the population of the 
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counties which lie wheré the 
Snake river adds its glacial flow 
to the mighty reaches of the Co- 
lumbia. In addition, the icy Co- 
lumbia is useful for cooling the 
mysterious residue which pours 
from the vents of the Hanford 
factories. 


President Truman wil be at the 
stupendous dam when the spec- 
tacle of the artificial waterfall is 
at its zenith. The Columbia in 
realty is an international stream, 
and the warm Chinook winds of 
spring have started to erode the 
glaciers and icefields of the Can- 
adian Rockies, which nurture the 
Columia’s source.

South passed on the first 
round, despite his opponents‘ 
part-score, because he felt sure 
that this was the best way to 
achieve two separate objectives: 
(1) to avoid catastrophe himself, 
by making any bid, with the like- 
lihood that this would elicit a 
heart rebid on North's part; and 
(2) by passing, to reserve for 
himself the chance for a subse- 
quent diamond bid at a time when 
that bid would show partner that 
South had nothing but a long 
diamond suit. 

If South had made some re- 
sponse to the opening heart bid, 
it is extremely doubtful that 
West would have doubled a four- 
diamond contract, but, as it was, 
West felt that North-South were 
indulging in sheer desperation 
tactics. 

It is true that the double was 
still risky, particularly § since 
West had no good opening lead. 
He chose the ace of spades and 
a continuation.
